Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regard to claims 1-6, the prior art does not disclose a digital camera with the 
combination of limitations specified in the claimed invention, specifically the limitations of: 

signal processing circuit for subjecting said image data to a distortion correction 
process, when the zoom lens is set on said telephoto side and not subjecting said image 
data to a distortion correction when the zoom lens is set on the wide-angle side, as stated 
in claim 1; and 

a signal processing circuit for subjecting said image data to a distortion correction 
process, only when the zoom lens is set on said wide-angle side and not subjecting said 
image data to a distortion correction when the zoom lens is set on the telephoto side, As 
stated in claim 4.
